CHECKING THE CENSUS 
FIGURES.

PORTADOWN DISSATISFIED. 


Referring to the Northern census returns. 
at the monthly meeting of the Portadown 
Town Council yesterday, the Chairman (Mr. 
|). Rock) expressed the opinion that the in- 
crease in the population was much larger than 
was shown by the returns. When the town 
was divided into wards the Local Govern- 
ment Board left out the Edenderry district 
of the town, until their attention was drawn 
to the omission. The increase in the popula- 
tion in fifteen years must surely be more 
than 300 

Mr. Sandford believed that if the figures 
were checked, they would get a different re- 
sult. 

Mr, Gregory said that fifteen years ago 
there was a large number of houses empty. 
Since then a large number of houses had 
been erected, all of which were occupied, and 
in some cases three families were living in 
one house. Besides, there were a number of 
people who could not get houses. He be- 
lieved the population to be at least 13,000 at 
the lowest estimate. He thought that there 
was something wrong, and the sooner the 
figures were verified the better. 

The Clerk (Mr. H. Sewell) said that since 
1919 over 100 new houses were erected, and 
all were occupied. It occurred to him that 
possibly the Corcrain district of the town 
had been left out of the census. There had 
been an increase of £15,000 in the valuation 
of the town. It could very well occur that 
portion of the town might have been in- 
cluded in the rural district. 

The Council instructed the Clerk to ask 
for a return of the householders in each 
ward in the town. 


BELFAST SHIPPING DOWN. 


Two hundred and four vessels arrived at 
the port of Belfast during the period from 
the 18th to the 3lst ult., as follows :—Coast- 
wise and cross-Channel, 170; foreign, 32; 
non-trading, 2. The total tonnage of the 
vessels which arrived from the Ist January 
to the 3lst July was 1,506,486, a decrease, 
compared with the corresponding period of 
last year, of 264,915. 
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INEQUITABLE CHARGE, 
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The Belfast Corporation yesterday had 
under consideration a demand by the 
Government of Northern Ireland for 
£19,578 for extra police in the city. The 
Finance Committee, before which the 
claim first came, considered the charge 
ineguitable, and a member of the Council 
yesterday expressed the hope that the 
Committee would give a definite ‘‘ No” 
to the demand. 

The Lord Mayor made a statement, in 
which he alluded to certain Press com- 
ments which had been made on informa- 
tion which he had given at a previous 
meeting concerning the rates struck in 
Belfast compared with those levied in 
some large cross-Channel cities.

THE MINISTRY’S CLAIM. 


A DEFINITE “NO”! SUGGESTED 

Councillor Sir William Coates, moving the 
adoption of the report of the Finance Com- 
inittee, called attention to a joint meeting of 
the Finance and Police Committee with 
regard to the claim of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs im respect of extra police in the city 
for the half-year ended March last. After 
discussing the matter in all its details it 
was decided that, pending further considera- 
tion of the matter, payment of the amount 
be not made. ‘The demand was for £19,578 
ós., which they owed the Government, or 
rather which the Government had charged 
the Corporation for extra police, and it was 
part of the £45,000 which the Government 
was charging them this year. The com- 
mittees thought that the charge was ineéquit- 
able, inasmuch as the ratepayers of Belfast 
had to pay Ó)d. in the £, and no other area 
in Ulster, urban or rural, paid a single penny. 

Sir William said that he thought that the 
proper thing to do would be to arrange & 
lurther conference with the two Ministries— 
Home Affairs and Finance—and endeavour to 
reach an amicable settlement. 

Proceeding, he said that there was also the 
question of bonuses to ex-Service men. This 
matter was being pushed forward, and 
accountants were checking the claims. As 
soon as that task was completed, and as soon 
as proper authority could be given to the 
Council to pay the money, it would be paid. 
He was very anxious to see it paid, and so 
was every member, but until they were in a 
position of being safeguarded against sur- 
charge nothing should be done. 

Coancillor Clarke Scott said that he hoped 
that the committee would give a definite 
“no ” to the demand for the police tax. 

Aiderman Nixon complained of the action 
of the committee in advancing the remunera- 
lion to the Belfast Banking Company as 
registrars of Corporation stock from £1,000 
to £2,000 per annum. 

Councillor Henderson asked who instructed 
the chairman of the committee to authorise 
the payment to the Midland Bank of £4,751 
commissicns in respect of allotments of the 
recent issue of Corporation 5 p.c. stock. 

Councillor Sir William Coates,  segeonhoo, 
Alderman Nixon, pointed out that the usua 
charge to corporations for the keeping cf 
stock books, sending out dividends four times 
or twice a year, was Is. per cent. The 
amount of Belfast Corporation stock was now 
£7.900,000, and on that basis the Belfast 
Bank would be entitled to £5,800, but, as a 
result of an interview by the city treasurer 
and himself of the bank authorities, at the 
request of the Finance Committee, it was 
reduced to £2,200. 

The minutes were passed. 

LORD MAYOR AND PRESS COMMENTS. 

The Lord Mayor, referring to certain Press 
comments which had been made on his com- 
parative return of rates on a number of cross- 
Channel cities compared with Belfast, said 
that he did not object to adverse criticism, 
provided that it had for its object the good of 
the city, and he was not actuated by any 
hostile feeling. He explained that the figures 
which he gave were taken from the ‘‘ Municipal 
Year Book,” which he believed to be a 
standard book of reference. As had heen ex- 
plained by him, the poundage in all cases 
excludes the water rate, but includes the poo 
rate, and, consequently, the newspaper state- 
ment that 2s. should be added to the Belfast 
poundage to make it comparable with the 
English figures was not correct. 

In the nine typical cities given by me, said 
the Lord Mayor, the rates per head of popula- 
tion vary from £3 7s. 1ld. to £5 9s. 5d., 
representing from 80 to 200 per cent. higher 
than Belfast, for which the figure is £1 16s. 5d. 
These striking differences cannot be explained 
by pointing out that the education. rate in 
Belfast is very low, or by suggesting that un- 
employment is a lighter burden here than in 
the nine selected cities. The returns show 
that in these centres the average rate levied 
for both elementary and higher education was 
2s. 1134d. in the £ in the vear taken for com- 
parison. Before leaving this particular table 
it is important to note that in comparison 
with Belfast nearly all these cities obtain from 
their municipal trading departments much 
larger grants in relief of rates, the average for 
the nine being £74,965. 

civic TENANTS. 

Councillor Stewart proposed and Councillor 
Sweeney seconded the adoption of the 
minutes.of the Housing Committee. 

Alderman Nixon moved the reference back 
of the minute in which the Committee 
decided to take no action in regard to 
the request of the Corporation Tenants’ 
Association to have representatives appointed, 
on behalf of the Corporation, to meet 
representatives of the Association in 
conference with reference to matters requiring 
attention on the Cavendish street and White- 
well sites. The tenants, explained the alder- 
man, were out for a remission of the rents of 
the houses, and he believed they were entitled 
to it because they had been told the rent was 
based on the costs of construction, and also 
that the houses cost the ratepayers nothing. 
As a consequence, the £17,000—he was speak- 
ing roughly—of overpayments that was dis- 
covered, and the other thousands that 
were not discovered—(laughter)—because the 
auditor was stopped in his work, was going 
to fall on the tenants, apart altogether from 
other losses in the matter of material. A 
wrong had been done, and the time to 
correct the wrong was when it was dis- 
covered. Why should the unfortunate tenants 
be made to pay for that wrong? It was 
based on costs which were wrong. 

The Lord Mayor—Based on estimates which 
have turned out wrong. The estimates were 
a great deal lower than the actual cost. 

Alderman Nixon—The estimates were 
wrong, the costs were wrong, and all is 
wrong, but the tenants are paying. 

Councillor Midgley seconded the amend- 
ment. 

Councillor Kilpatrick supported, and said 
that considering the amount of extravagance 
that was carried on in connection with the 
building of these houses it was certainly no 
fault of the tenants, and he was certain the 
chairman of the Housing Committee would 
facilitate the tenants in having a fair rent 
fixed. 

The amendment for reference back 
assed, and the minutes agreed to. 
ENGINEER TO BE SENT TO AMERICA. 

The minutes of the Electricity Committee 
recommended that Mr. Johnstone Wright, 
City Electrical Engineer, go to the United 
States to study conditions there, and that he 
be paid £150 in respect of his expenses. 

Councillor Henderson entered a strong pro- 
test and moved the deletion of the proposal. 

Councillor Clarke, the Lord Mayor, and 
Councillor Kilpatrick favoured the proposal. 

The amendment was defeated. 
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PORTADOWN RELIEF SCHEMES. 


At the mcathly meeting of the Portadown 
Town Counzil yesterday a letter was read 
from the Ministry of Home Affairs stating 
that they had received a communication from 
Mr. Valentine Wilson, solicitor, withdrawing, 
on behalf of his clients, opposition to the 
Council’s unemployment relief scheme, so far 
as it related to the construction of the plea- 
sure gardens in Bridge street. 

Replying to a letter from the Council ask- 
ing to be furnished with the names of the 
ratepayers who instructed him to oppose the 
scheme for the construction of the pleasure 

ardens in Bridge street and tennis courts in

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FURRY GLEN,

Sim,—it a oe ain alarm for the 
future of our place-names that I see in your 
issue of Monday the name of this charming 
bit of the Ehenix Park twice printed as 
“ Furzy Glen.” Of course, I should not be 
at all alarmed if there was any ground for 
supposing this to be a misprint. It is too 
clearly a stern, editorial correction, or altera- 
tion of the old and familiar name, “ Furry 
Glen,”’ into a form that is judicially deemed 
more appropriate, as presenting with unmis- 
takable vividness the meaning of the glen’s 
name. 

That ‘Furry Glen gets its name from the 
furze that covers its slopes is beyond dispute ;

example), who are perfectly aware of its 

roper meaning’? In its present form (Furry) 

venture to think that the name has a 
peculiar interest, embodying, as it does, the 
fact that “‘fur”’ and not “ furze’’ is, over a 
large part of Ireland still the popular word 
for a gorse-bush, while ‘‘furze’’ is under- 
stood only as a plural. ‘Lhe name “ Furry 
Glen,” therefore, conveys its right and 
aig meaning even at the present day, 
and in the immediate neighbourhood ol 
Dublin, to large numbers (probably a 
majority) of our fellow-countrymen. Is it not, 
then, a form of barbarism to alter a common 
name with a view merely to making its mean- 
ing obvious at sight to the highly educated, 
when an interesting bit of philology is 
knocked out in the process? 

As newspapers have so much to do with 
the making of our language, one has now to 
watch against the dangers of a certain over- 
strictness, which, though arising out of a most 
laudable and generally well-directed zeal for 
purity of expression, can, in effect, do nearly 
as much harm as the culpable over-laxity that 
used to be styled ‘‘ journalese.”’ I, therefore, 
offer no apology for here putting in an 
earnest plea on behalf of ‘‘ Furry ” as against

BAT VERSUS 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Your recent article on cricket was 
most instructive and interesting, but it is 
somewhat sad to think that there is not one 
person in the Free State who can so @r 
banish politics from his mind as to offer 
suggestions how the rules of the grand game 
can be altered so as to give the public better 
value for their money. Drawn games are 
the order of the day, and it seems a 
tremendous waste of energy for an eleven to 
travel half round the globe in order to play 
an innings and a half in a Test Match, with 
50,000 people looking on. “ Enthusiasts living 
on an island off the east coast of Ireland 
have offered many and various suggestions 
for fighting the game to a finish. One school 
of thought says: ‘‘Draw a heavy, newly- 
sharpened zig-zag harrow, over the wicket 
just before the match, using only a light one 
between the innings.’’ Another says: ‘ Stick 
up a garden gate behind the batsmen,’ and 
yet a third says: “ Reduce the blade of the 
bat to the same dimension as the handle.”’ 
Any one of these methods would undoubtedly 
keep runs down and scrap centuries altogether 
—and also eliminate nocturnal queues—while 
a combination of all three would make a hero 
of a batsman who could run into double 
figures twice in the course of his cricketing 
career; or of a bowler who could take a 
thousand wickets in a season. 

To my mind the only feasible and sports- 
manlike solution is to decide the match on 
the first innings. Though I lived for twenty- 
three years within a few miles of Hambledon, 
in Hants—the cradle and nursery of cricket— 
and once knew every detail of the origin 
and early history of the game, yet owing to 
an attempt to master the Gaelic tongue I 
have largely forgotten the ancient rules. My 
impression is, however, that in those far-off 
days matches were decided on a first innings, 
as now in one-day games. _ Logically, 
there is less reason for two innings than 
three. Our very greatest batsmen have made 
two ‘“‘ducks’’ in a big match, but the chances 
ave that their true form would have come 
out on the lucky third attempt. There are 
many other smaller reforms that would 
militate to the popularity of cricket. Do 
away -with the special preparation of the 
wicket—let the two captains and the umpires 
select one on the morning of the match. 
Let elevens take choice of innings alternately, 
as far too much now depends on the spin of 
a coin. In the case of Test Matches, where 
our visitors have their say as to the ‘con- 
ditions under which they must to played, 
let there be three matches, to be played 
to a finish, the third starting not later than 
mid-July, so that the danger of frost and 
snow may be reduced to a minimum, as 
nobody can tell when a greater than a Hobbs 
or a Sutcliffe may arise. 

The British public, who, after all, pay the 
piper, are getting ' fed up with abortive 
games. The Duke of Wellington once said 
that our battles have been won on the play- 
ing fields of our public schools; yet Eton 
and Harrow, for the past seventeen years, 
have come to no result in their matches at

FORSAKEN EX-SOLDIERS. 
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HOUSES IN TEMPLEMORE NOT 
FIT FOR PIGS. 


Declaring that there was no town in Ireland 
that, for its population, sent out more men 
to the Great War than Templemore, or suf- 
fered as many casualties in the war as Temple 
more, the Chairman of the Templemore 
Urban Council, at the last meeting of the 
Council, said that 'it was scandalous that, 
while this was so, they had widows and 
children living in houses which were not fit 
for pigs to live in. In every other town and 
village in Ireland they would see some ex- 
Service men’s’ houses, and it was their duty 
as a Council to do all that they possibly could 
on behalf of the local ex-soldiers’ and sailors’ 
schemes.

the Council said 
five years ago a 
amount of land on the Camden estate was 
allotted for the benefit of ex-Service men, 
but this was later ‘‘ knocked on the head,’’ 
largely owing, he thought, to want of organi- 
sation among the ex-Service men. The ex- 
Service men, however, had now got to move, 
and expected to have their claims granted by 
the British Government. He was assured 
that the people of Templemore would back 
them up in every way that they could. 

There were over 200 houses in the town 
condemned as being insanitary, the member 
added; and in most of those houses ex-Ser- 
vice men and their families still lived. 

The following resolution was passed unani- 
mously :— 

“That we, the Templemore Urban District 
Council, call upon the Trustees charged with 
administering the Irish Land (Provision for 
Sailors and Soldiers) Act, 1919, to take 
notice of the delay in connection with the 
erection of the eight cottages promised, and 
sanctioned five years ago, ind we strongly 
urge upon those responsible the necessity of 
proceeding at once with the erection, not 
only on account of the fulfilments of the 
promises made to those Irishmen who fought 
in the Great War, but also on account of the 
crying need for houses in this town, and to 
relieve the distress from unemployment in 
the district.” í

THE PROBLEM OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


IRISH LABOUR'S VIEW. 


A NATIONAL LOAN FOR 
REPRODUCTIVE WORK,

(from Our REPORTER.) 
GALWAY, Tuesday. 

The Irish Labour Party and Trade Union 
Congress was resumed this morning, when Mr. 
Thomas Johnson, T.D., initiated a discussion 
on the question of unemployment and the 
position of the National Executive in regard 
to agitations. Dealing with the problem of 
unemployment, he said that the Labour 
Party held the. view that unemployment 
could be tackled seriously in the country, and 
ought to be tackled by a government 
associated with the principal organisations 
in the country—Town anal and the like— 
who could do the work effectively. They 
were of opinion that it would be unwise to 
throw the responsibility of organising an un- 
employment movement upon the National 
Executive, which had no responsibility and 
gave no countenance to the proposals which 
at present were being advertised, and he was 
prepared to defend its action in the matter. 

Mr. E. O'Carroll (Railway Workers), 
suggested that the unemployed organisation 
be affiliated to a local trade council, and that 
no other orgarfisation be recognised by 
Labour. 

A NATIONAL LOAN. 

Miss Chevenix (Women Workers) followed 
on similar lines. 

Mr. Johnson proposed a resolution dealing 
with unemployment and industrial develop- 
ment, and demanding action by the Govern- 
ment by tloating a substantial loan to finance 
reproductive works on a large scale, such as 
the remaking of roads, drainage, afforesta- 
tion, railway electrification, harbour develop- 
ment, organisation of fisheries, school build- 
ings and housing, the organisation and en- 
couragement of and inquiring into scientific 
and technical research, the opening up of 
alternative markets and resources of supply 
for Irish industries, and the development of 
Irish arts and crafts. 

He said that he thought that Congress 
would automatically agree as to the purposes 
for which the money which might be raised 
could be used. When they spoke of floating 
a substantial loan to finance reproductive 
works, they were stating two things of major 
importance, and one was that it was a loan 
which would have to be repaid. It would 
be nothing but folly for Congress to agree 
to a proposal to raise a loan and to repudiate 
I at some future date, because it would be 
a national obligation. The loan, he pointed 
out, would not be for works of an economic 
character, in the term used in commercial 
circles or by people speaking from platforms, 
or the Government benches. 

He had no expectations that it was going 
to be in the ordinary, understood sense, an 
economic proposition. They were not going 
to build houses out of a loan for workers 
or to make roads which would be in the 
ordinary, accepted sense, economic; but 
would be economic from the national point 
of view. Railway electrification out of the 
national loan, for instance, would be the 
utmost folly and uneconomic, if they only 
thought of it from the point of view of the 
finances of the railwiy companies. Statistics 
showed that, with the present traffic on the 
Irish railways, to electrify them, would be 
a waste of money; but looking ahead and 
considering the part which the railways plav. 
even with development of modern road trans- 
port, they might well be electrified to the 
national benefit. It might be found that a 
national railway system electrified, and the 
power supplied from a national electric power 
supply scheme, would be a most fruitful 
method of subsidising agriculture if the 
charge for power for driving the engines and 
the cost of transportation on the fuel side 
were eliminated in so far as interest charges 
were involved. So it was with the re-making 
of roads, houses, harbour development and 
other matters, which were not going to be 
profitable investments. The purpose would 
be to serve the nation, and in doing so to 
employ its people and utilise their energies 
and capabilities for the national, economic 
and social health, and the raising of the 
general standard of the physical health of 
those who were suffering, even though un- 
conscious of it, from malnutrition. 


SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 

Dealing with the question of scientific and 
technical research, Mr, Johnson went on to 
say that nothing had yet been initiated by the 
Government in this particular direction, and 
considerable money would need to be supplied 
if the scientific minds of the country were to 
be directed to utilising these resources for the 
national good. A wise Government would 
plan the future of the country so far as it 
could do that without putting the country 
into a rigid strait-jacket, so 
there would be some foresight shown from 
the national standpoint, and not merely trust 
to the accidents of prosperity, which might 
come by every individual

Í mara the children had to be huddled into one 


benefit. 

Senator O'Farrell, supporting the resolu- 
tion, said that on the commercial capabilities 
of the people themselves depended the ulti- 
mate prosperity of the State. There were 
definite limitations to what a Government 
might do without the co-operation of its 
citizens. 

Referring to the financial position of the 
country, he said that the Free State was 
one of the strongest States financially in 
Europe to-day. The national debt amounted 
to fourteen millions. He commented on the 
barren state of large tracts of country in 
Connemara and the absence of forestry. These 
vast tracts, he thought, should be acquired 
by the State for afforestation, so as to give 
employment to those people who were now 
living like wild birds on the hillsides. If 
these tracts were planted they would enrich 
the country, and in twenty years’ time would 
be a splendid State acquisition. Ireland was 
the most sparsely wooded country in the 
world, with only 1.4 per cent, or 100th of 
the total area under forestry. The object of 
the resolution was that they should take a 
strong, confident outlook of the future, and 
not be afraid to borrow a substantial loan on 
favourable terms. 

Mr. Waters (Irish Organiser N.U.R.) said 
that he thought that cattle lairs might be 
established at Fishguard and Liverpool to the 
advantage of the farmers. 

Mr. W. J. Byrne (Distributive Workers) 
said that he thought it was not desirable for 
the head of the Free State, when it appeared 
politic, to say that the country had no national 
credit. The effect of the resolution would be 
to start that necessary sense of national re- 
sponsibility which should be initiated and en- 
couraged, and which was necessary if the 
country was to be properly developed. 


AN EXAMPLE FROM THE NORTH. 

Mr. McMullen (M.P., Northern Ireland) 
said that the Northern Government had done 
more than the Free State Government in the 
matter of unemployment. Whether it was 
wise policy or not, it had quite recently spent 
£10,000 for advertising Irish linen in America 
and to subsidise shipbuilding and to help to 
oy it on its feet. If a similar step was taken 
y the Free State, it would result in the pro- 
motion of many industries in it, and in- 
cidentally would give much-néeded employ- 
ment to thousands of the unemployed in the 
Free State, and would mean much better con- 
ditions for its people. 

The resolution was then put to Congress and 
declared passed. 

Mr. E. J. Phelan, Chief of the Diplomatic 
Division, International Labour Office, League 
of. Nations, Geneva, addressing Congress, 
said that their office at Geneva had been set 
up because there existed conditions of hard- 
ship, injusticé and privation which it was 
urgent to remove. Their function at Geneva 
was to see that the fifty-six nations which 
subscribed to their programme lived up to it. 
Their task was to attempt to enable the 
countries of the world to secure that degree 
of social progress which would be impossible 
if they were continually meeting the obstacle 
of unfair competition. The unemployment 
problem was essentially an intermational one, 
and international means must be sought for 
its remedy, They had been inspired in their 
efforts by a principle the justice of which 
would appeal particularly to Irishmen, and 
that was that it was no good to give 

eople what they did not want. 

hey would never mend an_ industrial 

or political situation by bringing forward a 
remedy of that kind, and so they had been 
anxious to have the closest. possible contact 
with the Labour movement in different 
countries. 

Mr. Phelan, having paid a high tribute to 
the Irish Labour representatives who had been

SOCIAL INSURANCE. 

On the question of social insurance a resolu- 
tion was moved by Mr. Leake Duffy (General 
Secretary Irish Union of Distributive Workers 
and Clerks), “-— for the introduction of 
legislation to co-ordinate and extend existing 
social insurance services, and demanding an 
increase in the statutory amounts payable by 
way of unemployment, sickness, diesbloment 
and maternity benefits, an amendment of the 
existing pensions system, the institution of 
State service providing for mortality benefit, 
and for mothers, widows and orphans’ pen- 
sions, and the establishment of a State in- 
surance system for the payment of compensa- 
tion in cases of industrial accident under the 
Workmen's Compensation Act. 

After a prolonged discussion the view of 
the Executive on the matter was asked. 

Mr. Johnson stated that the whole question 
was still in the stage of inquiry, and the 
Executive had brought no decision to bear 
on the question of whether there should be 
a contributory or non-contributory scheme. 

The resolution was passed by 65 votes to 12. 

EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 

Mr. O'Connell, T.D., on the question ot 
educational reform, moved a resolution calling 
on the Government to introduce an education 
bill providing for a Council of Education to 
assist and advise the Minister in all educa- 
tional matters, and an educational authority 
in each county, the functions of which would 
be to make provision for, adequate and suit- 


able school aceommodation, and the heating. 
cleaning, general upkeep and maintenance of 
schools. 

He said that in the absence of such an 
Advisory Council things were rapidly, in some 
instances,  driftin towards bureaucracy. 
Measures should be taken immediately to 
make school houses even sanitary! Many 
schools were absolutely dangerous to the 
health of the children, and it was a strange 
thing that it was difficult to get the Govern- 
ment to recognise this. ‘The local councils 
had shown little or no interest in this impor- 
tant matter, and they were deterred from 
doing so, because it was suggested that if re- 
forms were carried out it would mean the 


raising of local rates. There was no doubt 
prevention was not only better 


‘cure, but cheaper in the end.

Mr. Michael O'Sullivan (Galway), as a 
teacher, said that in some schools in Conne

He maintained that directly or 
indirectly the unsanitary condition of 
elementary schools was largely responsible 
for the spread of tuberculosis. In some cases 
the conditions were scandalous. 

The resolution was unanimously passed. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION IN SCHOOLS. 

Mr. Frisby (I.N.T.O.), in moving that the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health be called on to put into operation 
the Public Health (Medical Treatment of 
Children). Act, 1919, and the Provision of 4 
Meals Act, 1914-18, without delay, said that 
the State was not doing its duty and not 
giving the help to the poor to which they 
were entitled. So long as this matter was 
neglected in the chief nurseries so long would 
they look for a high standard of health of 
the children or any hope of rearing in this 
country a virile, healthy, vigorous race. 
Thirty-five per cent. of Irish children under 
five years of age carried from the schools 
the germs of disease which were developed 
there. 

Miss Moloney (Dublin) seconded. 

Mr. Johnson said that within the last three 
months an advance had been made which 
would go a considerable way towards ensur- 
ing the rapid introduction of a system of 
medical inspection and the treatment of 
children in the schools. The establishment 
of county medical authorities would un- 
doubtedly expedite the movement in this 
respect which they hoped for. The central 
government should have exerted much more 
influence in local authorities who had been 
negligent in the matter. It was possible to 
press on them the necessity of putting into 
operation existing Acts. i 

Mr. Harbinson (Belfast), in supporting the 
resolution, referred to the benefits of the 
Education Act passed by the Northern 
Parliament, which provided for the feeding 
of school children and their medical inspec- 
tion. The effects of it were already being 
seen and were most encouraging. 

Mr. Curran (Dublin) denied that the local 
authorities were responsible for not putting 
these Acts into operation. 

The resolution was passed. 

THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

In connection with the report of the 
National Executive dealing with the agree- 
ment on the boundary question and embody- 
ing the Labour Party’s manifesto in relation 
to the matter, Mr. Corcoran (Belfast) 
criticised the attitude of the Labour Deputies 
in the Dail, who, notwithstanding the fact 
that Labour candidates to the Dail were 
not permitted to commit themselves to the 
Treaty, supported the demand for its ratifica- 
tion and for the setting up of a commission 
under Article Twelve of the Treaty. Tho 
attitude of the Labour Party in the Dail 
had done enormous harm to Labour 
in the North, but they would soon 
have an opportunity of knowing what they 
in the Labour movement thought of the agree- 
ment, the only result of which—and the set- 
ting up of the Commission—would be a 
boundary for al] time in Ireland. 

Mr. Johnson, replying, said that it was 
untrue to say that the Labour Party in the

Pure Milk. 

The forthcoming inquiry into the purity 
of the milk supply in Saorstaét Eireann 
will lead. to stringent recommenda- 
tions if the hygienic standards of Britain 
are to be emulated in Ireland... Even 
Britain, however, with her splendid public 
health service, behind the’ overseas 
Dominions. In Toronto scientific pasteur- 
isation of milk and delivery in sealed 
bottles have been compulsory since 1914, 
but even in London pasteurisation is far 
from being general. The British Ministry 
of Health’s Milk and Dairies Order, issued 
during July, bears striking witness to the 
need for drastic reform. The Order pro- 
vides that “ milk shall not be deposited 
or kept in any place where it is liable to 
ve contaminated or infected ’’—that it may 
not be placed, for instance, in any apart- 
ment used as a kitchen, scullery, living- 
room cr sleeping-room, or in any chamber 
which communicates directly with 
receptacles for ashes, cesspools and similar 
centres of infection. No foul or noxious 
matter or soiled bed or body clothing may 
be carried through a dairy. Processes of 
bottling. may not be carried out in cow- 
sheds or in buildings adjacent to manure 
heaps. It seems remarkable that the 
Minister of Health should be required to 
order that cowkeeper or dairyman 
shall allow any person in or about regis- 
tered premises who is suffering from an 
infectious disease or has been in recent 
contact with a sufferer. Even such a 
regulation has been made as that no 
person shall keep any swine or poultry in 
any cowshed or 100m in which cows are 
kept or milked. . ' The chief impressions 
that ‘one’ gets. from these regulations,”’ 
observes : National Health, “is that the 
most vital point of all in securing: for the 
public: a sound milk supply is the 
education of the producers and the dis- 
tributors themselves.’’ If this is true of 
England, with her high pitch of social 
organisation, it must apply with yet 
stronger force to our own country,where 
far too commonly slipshod methods are the 
rule, Probably, the people of our towns 
and cities would be alarmed if they could 
learn what proportion of the milk supply

“The Tailor’s Craft, 


“Good morrow, gentlemen both,” said 
Queen Elizabeth to a deputation of eighteen 
tailors. The tailor of to-day, it seems, is 
not “the ninth*part of a man,” but the 
sixty-sixth part. At a conference in Leeds, 
on Monday, of workers in the tailoring 
industry it was stated that the making of 
suits of clothes, thanks to machinery, was 
divided into a process of sixty-six parts, 
every one of which was performed by a girl 
or youth, who never gains a general idea 
of tailoring. “ In their industry modern 
methods of making clothes meant more and 
more the elimination of the craft idea. ' 
The journeyman tailor, with his all-round 
efficiency, was disappearing. Uniforms for 
the police and the fighting Services now 
“were made in the main by children of 
fourteen to nee years of age.” A 
Scottish delegate said that the growth of 
mass production in the manufacture of 
clothing had left Scotland withouta single 
apprentice to the old-fashioned industry. 
In the manufacture of footwear similar 
conditions are reported. A single worker 
in a factory spends his days in turning a 
handle and punching button-holes, and 
not one of all the hundreds of his fellow- 
workers is competent to make a pair of 
shoes. No doubt, to deplore these tendencies 
of our times or to desire the general return 
of the craftsman of old is vain. The cheap, 
ready-made garment, cut to the pattern 
worn by American cinematograph actors, 
pleases the modern populace, and de- 
mocracy must make what democracy 
desires. Always, however, there will be 
some small, but steady, demand for goods 
that bear the satisfying mark of crafts- 
man’s pains ; and handwork that once was 
the possession of the humblest already has 
become the ensigh of good taste. 


LEST WE FORGET. 


(By D. H. W.) 

On August the fourth, 1914, the crowd 
waiting outside Buckingham Palace learnt 
that war had been declared. Four years later 
another crowd gathered round the Palace, 
after the maroons had given the signal that 
the Armistice had been signed. During the 
intervening years the world turned topsy- 
turvy and the face of the earth was changed. 

Sometimes it is difticult to realise that 
those queer, mad days of the war ever existed, 
when princesses worked in hospitals, when 
shop-boys and clerks became officers and won 
the D.S.O, Every day the grim casualty lists 
filled the papers and the sick and wounded 
poured into the hospitals. The record of 
shipping disasters grew longer and food at 
home grew scarcer. Night after night the 
rattle of anti-aircraft guns awoke sleeping 
towns, followed by the drone of enemy aero- 
planes and the thud of bombs, Every day 
stteams of khaki-clad figures to 
France, while the guns thundered ceaselessly 
from Verdun to the sea. The war spread to 
Asia, and the khaki stream went East; to 
Africa, and it went South. 

It is twelve years since the war began, 
nearly eight since it ended. A new genera- 
tion has arisen to whom it is only a memory 
of childhood. Their world is the world of 
yeace. They are young and they cannot 
á expected to remember. 

To the old the war came like a sword, 
cleaving asunder the old life and the new. 
It changed the course of their existence, but 
at least they had the years of plenty that pre- 
ceded the lean years of war. Old age and 
youth—they were born to peace. Between 
them lies the shattered, shell-shocked genera- 
tion whose heritage was war. 

The shadow still lingers. There are 
thousands of men from whom the war has 
taken a heavy toll. Maimed, blinded, 
neurasthenic, they are often forgotten; for 
they have been absorbed among the young and 
the strong. ‘There are thousands who have 
had their health ruined by poison gas, whose 
nerves have been shattered; thousands whose 
careers have been spoiled, who have left their 
youth upon the battlefields of Trance. 
Gradually many of them are being pushed into 
the background, to make room for the new, 
triumphant generation to whom war is only a 
name. 

The younger generation have inherited 
peace. It would be a pity if they were to 
forget the men who won that peace for them.

WILD SCENES ON NEW

mon, which during the February break 
sold as low as 113, continued a sensational 
advance, selling up to 211 on an enormous 
volume of transactions. At least half the 
brokers. on the . floor were congregated 
around the General Motor post, and were 
frantically bidding for the stock in the 
endeavour to execute orders for clients 
from all parts of the country. 

General Motors is one of the so-called 
Morgan Stocks, and controls the manufacture 
of several popular. cars produced in Detroit, 
including the Buick and the Cadillac, and its 
earnings of late years have been steadily in- 
creasing, until at present it is believed that 
they amount to as high as 35 per cent. for 
1926. 

It is for this reason that speculators be- 
lieve the stock should be selling at a much 
higher price even that it now stands, while 
bullish enthusiasm to-day and yesterday mas 
been heightened by the alleged statement of 
one of the Morgan partners, on the eve of 
sailing for Europe, that in his opinion 
General Motors should advance still another 
hundred points from the two hundred level.

CURRENCY REFORMS IN 
INDIA.

A CENTRAL BANKING 
SYSTEM,

The first volume of the report of the 
Royal Commission on Indian currency and 
finance was issued yesterday. The Com- 
mission was appointed last year, and it 
was instructed “ to examine and report on 
the Indian exchange and currency system 
and practice and consider whether any 
modifications are desirable in the interests 
of India.” CommanderyE. Hilton Young 
is chairman of the Commission. 

The Commissioners state that the ordi- 
nary medium of circulation should remain 
the currency note and the silver rupee, 
and the stability of the currency in terms 
of gold should be secured by making the 
currency directly convertible into gold, 
but gold should not circulate as money. 
Stabilisation of the rupee should be effected 
forthwith at a rate corresponding to an 
exchange of one shilling and sixpence. 

The necessity of unity of policy in the 
control of currency and credit for the 


achievement of monetary stability involves 


the establishment of a central banking 
system. The central banking 
should be entrusted to a new organisation, 
referred to as the Reserve Bank, with 
headquarters in Bombay. Detailed recom- 
mendations are made as to the Constitu- 
tion and functions and capacities of the 
bank. 
PROPOSED CHARTER. 


The outlines of a proposed charter are re- 
commended to give effect to the recommenda- 
tions which concern the Reserve Bank. Sub- 
ject to the payment of limited dividends and 
the building up of suitable reserve funds, the 
balance of the profits of the Reserve Bank 
should be paid over to the Government. The 
bank | má be given the sole right of note 
issue for a period of, say, twenty-five years. 
Not later than five years from the date of 


the charter becoming operative (Government 
notes should cease to be legal tender, except 


at Government Treasuries. The notes of the 
bank should be full legal tender, and should 
be guaranteed by the Government. The form 
and material of the note should be subject 
to the approval of the Governor-General in 
Council. 

An obligation should be imposed by statute 
on the bank to buy and sell gold, without 
limit, at rates determined with reference to a 
fixed gold parity of the rupee, but in quanti- 
ties of not less than four hundred fine ounces, 
no limitation being imposed as to the purpose 
for which the gold is required. The condi- 
tions which are to govern the sale of gold by 
the bank should be so framed as to free it 
in normal circumstances from the task of 
supplying gold for non-monetary purposes. 


THE SOVEREIGN. 


The lezal tender quality of the sovereign 
the half-sovereign should be removed, 
Government should offer “on tap” 
savings certificates, redeemable in three 
or five years in legal tender, money 
or gold, at the option of the holder. The 
paper currency should’ cease to be 
convertible by law into silver coin. It should, 
however, be the duty of the bank to maintain 
the free interchangeability of the different 
forms of legal tender currency and of the 
Government to supply coin to the bank on 
demand. One-rupee notes 
introduced, and should be full legal tender. 
Notes other than the one-rupee note should 
be legally convertible into legal tender money 
—i.¢., into notes of smaller denominations or

authority. 

The paper currency and gold standard 
reserves should be amalgamated, and the pro- 
portions and composition of the 
reserve should be fixed by statute, 


PROPORTIONAL RESERVE. 


The proportional reserve system should be 
adopted. Gold and gold securities should 
form not less than forty per cent. of the 
reserve, subject to a possible temporary re- 
duction, with the consent of Government, 
on payment of a tax. The currency authority 
should strive. to work to a reserve ratio of 
fifty to sixtv per cent. The gold holding 
should be raised to twenty per cent. of the 
reserve as soon as possible, and to twenty-five 
per cent. within ten years. 

During this period no favourable oppor- 
tunity of fortifying the gold holding in the 
reserve should be allowed to escape. 
Of the gold. holding at least one-half 
should be held in Inda. The = silver 
holding in,the reserve should be very 
substantially reduced during a transitional 
period of ten years. The balance of the re- 
serve should be held in self-liquidating trade 
hilis and Government of India securities. The 
‘created’? securities should be replaced by 
marketable securities within ten years. A 
ficure of Rs.50 crores has been fixed as the 
liability in respect of the contractibility of 
the rupee circulation. 

Recommendations are made to secure that 
an amount equal to one-fifth of the face value 
of any increase or decrease in the number of 
silver rupees in issue shall be added to or sub- 
tracted from this liability, and the balance of 
profit or loss shall accrue to, or be borne by, 
th: Government revenues. 


GOVERNMENT ACCOUNTS. 

The issue department of the reserve bank 
sheuld be kept wholly distinct from its bank- 
ing department. The reserve bank should be 
entrusted with all the remittance operations 
of the Government. The cash balances of the 
Government, including any balances of the 
Government of India and of the Secretary of 
State outside India, as well as the banking 
reserves in India of all banks operating in 
India, should be centralised in the hands of 
bank.

VALUE OF A PINT OF 
MILK DALLY.

Some highly interesting investigations have 
been carried out during the past four years 
by Dr. H. C. Gorry Mann on behalf of the 
Medical Research Council with respect to diets 
for boys during school age, and the results 
were published yesterday. 

‘It is startling to learn,” states the pre- 
face, “ as we now do, for instance, that the 
addition of one pint of milk:a day to a diet, 
which, by itself, satisfied the appetite of grow- 
ing boys fed upon it, could convert an average 
annual gain of weight of 5.85 lb. per boy 
into one of 6.98 lb., and an annual average 
increase of height from 1.84 inches to 2.65. 

The investigations were carried out in a 
colony for boys which js situated eleven miles 
from London, the boys being housed in a 
model village of nineteen cottages, eight of 
which were chosen for the experiments. 
The basic diet was given to all 
the boys, but there was an. addi- 
tion to that diet in seven of the eight 
cottages. In one case it was a pint of fresh 
milk daily per boy, value 388 calories; in 
another three ounces of castor sugar daily 
per boy, value 350 calories. In a third case 
the ration was one and three-quarter ounces, 
387 calories, daily per boy of the best quality 
New Zealand grass-fed butter. In two of the 
cottages watercress was used, the ration 
being half an ounce to three-quarters of an 
ounce daily per boy, casein to the extent of 
three-quarters of an ounce per day per boy 
was served in another, while the sevent 
variation was vegetable margarine, consist- 
ing of coconut oil and ground nut oil, the 
daily ration per boy being one and three- 
qvarter ounces, value 379 calories. 


MORE GROWTH IN SUMMER. 

Observation was kept as regards summer 
and winter growth, and it was found that 
there was almost invariably more growth 
during the summer period than the winter 
period. Sixty-one boys, who received only the 
hasic diet of the village gained an average 3.85 
and grew an average of 1.84 
inches per boy during twelve months. Forty- 
one boys who received in addition to the 
basic diet the fresh cow’s milk pasteurised 
and homogenised gained an average of 6.98 
pounds per boy and grew an average 2.63 
inches per boy during twelve months. Twenty 
received the castor sugar ration, and 
yained an average of 4.95 pounds per

From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENÉ, 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

The House of Commons is preparing for the 
holidays, and this afternoon the proceedings 
were regarded with amused indifference, and 
questions were allowed to pass along un- 
checked or unsupplemented. The Prime 
Minister was given a hearty cheer when he 
took his seat, even the Socialists joining in 
the expression of birthday congratulations. 
Mr. Hardie asked the Prime Minister whether 
he would consider bringing in legislation com- 
pelling political parties to give a return of 
their finance on the same basis as trade 
unions, but received an emphatic reply in the 
negative. 

Myr. Churchill, in reply to Mr. Cadogan, 
said that the Government had come definitely 
to the. conclusion that it was contrary to 
the public interests that associations of as 
servants should be affiliated to outside in- 
dustrial and political organisations, and legis- 
lation on the subject would be introduced. 

Mr. Churchill told. Captain Wedgwood 
Benn that he had been informed by M 
Poincaré that he would ask the Chamber to 
ratify the Debt Agreement with Great Britain 
as soon as possible, and at the latest as soon 
as the Chamber meets in the autumn. The 
agreement would include the two letters 
signed by M. Caillaux and Mr, Churchill, 
which were an integral part of it. 


BRITISH FILMS. 

The President of the Board of Trade said 
that he had to-day received the report of the 
Joint Trades Committee of the British cinema 
industry appointed to consider the assistance 
of British. films, but he had not vet been able 
to study it. He regretted, however, that the 
report showed that the various sections in the 
trade were unable to put forward agreed pro- 
posals. It was praposéd that the whole ques- 
tion should be discussed at the Imperial Con- 
ference. It was estimated that three to five 
per cent. of the films shown in this county 
were British, and 95 per cent. of the re- 
mainder were American. 


RURAL HOUSING. | 

The Government’s proposals for improving 
the housing conditions in rural areas, and so 
making the lot of agricultural labourers and 
other country workers a little more attractive, 
were ridiculed by Mr. A. Greenwood, speaking 
for the Labour Party, after Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain had moved the second reading 
of the Housing (Rural Workers) Bill. 

The Minister of Health, in asking the House 
to assent to the second reading, asserted that 
agricultural labourers were quite unable to 
pay economic rentals for new houses, and 
that the only alternative was to make an at- 
tempt to bring existing cottages up 
to the modern standards. of comfort and 
sanitation. To enable this to be done the 
Government were prepared to give financial 
assistance, with the proviso that the subsi- 
dised houses should not exceed a value of 
£400 aiter the alterations had been carried 
out 
Mr. Greenwood, in moving the rejection of 
the bill, said that this was really a dole for 
the landlords, and was one of the most 
characteristic pieces of class legislation ever 
introduced. The public were to bear the ex- 
pense of improving property for the greater 
glory of the landlords. Mr. Fenby, as a 
Liberal, supported the bill, though he ex- 
pressed his disappointment that the Govern- 
ment had not taken a broader outlook with 
regard to rural problems. 

Sir Henry Cautley, who represents a 
Sussex agriultural constituency, was sur- 
prised that the Labour Party, who were 
always posing as the friends of the labouring 
classes, should oppose a measure, the sole 
object of which was to secure for them more 
comfortable conditions of life. 


BATHS FOR LABOURERS. 

Mr, James Barr declared that sbme of the 
labourers’ cottages jn Scotland, At all events, 
were incapable of béing patched up, and were 
only worthy of being preserved as ancient 
monuments of what the Scottish agriculturist 
had had to endure through the ages. In 
urging the need for baths in the workers’ 
cottages, he said that there were people in 
Scotland who had never had a bath within 
memory, and who regarded such a thing as 
likely to cause trouble; but really the agri- 
cultural labourer was as much entitled to a 
bath as the farmer or the landlord. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald amplified Mr. 
Greenwood’s criticism of the bill as a land- 
lord's measure. He described it as mere 
window-dressing, to enable the Tory Party 
to go to the rural districts and sav: ' Here 
we are; this is what we are doing.” 

Sir Kingsley Wood, replying to the dis 
cussion, expressed the belief that the bill 
would be welcomed by a very large number 
of people in rural areas. Its provisions would 
further help to solve the housing problem. 

On a division, the second reading was 
carried by 213 votes to 71. 

The Lords’ amendments to the Mining 
Industrv Bill, which were mostly of a draft- 
ing character, were approved, and the House 
rose. 


THE PAN-ASIATIC 
CONGRESS. 


REMARKABLE PROPOSAL BY 
CHINESE DELEGATE. 
TORYO, Tuesday. 

The Pan-Asiatic Congress closed to-day, 
diter electing two Japanese, two Chinese, two 
Indians and one Filipino as directors of the 
new League of Asiatic Nations. It was de- 
cided that the Congress should be held at 
Peking. 

It is reported that at yesterday's meeting 
a Chinese delegate startled the conference by 
proposing that the Pan-Asiatic League should 
assist India and the Philippines to regain 
their independence, especially India, as it 
was the base of the white races in the Orient, 
and, consequently, if independence were re- 
gained, Western ipfluence in Asia would be 
automatically wiped out. 

One of the Japanese delegates said that he 
decried the public discussion on such a pro- 
posal, as he feared that the police would break 
up the meeting if anything injurious to Anglo- 
Japanese and Japanese-American friendly re- 
lations were touched upon in the debates. 

It was finally decided to discuss the proposal 
in secret.—(Reuter. ) 


ENGLISH TEACHER POISONED. 

‘Death from toxemia, due to bacterial 
noison, taken in food,” was the verdict 
yeturned at an inquest yesterday at Port- 
slade, near Brighton, on Mr. John Bede 
Young (63), a teacher of elocution. 

The evidence showed that when a relative 
called at the deceased man’s house he found 
the whole household very ill, and they attri- 
buted their conditions to eating custard with 
which ducks’ eggs had been mixed. 


POWER OF BRITISH LEGION. 


In the course of an address at a meeting 
of the Roscrea branch of the British Legion 
of ex-Service men on Sunday, Major J. JJ. 
Tynan, D.S.0., Organising Secretary of the 
Legion, exhorted non-members to join one 
good branch of thé British Legion, and de- 
clared that if ex-Service men would pull 
together they could make themselves felt. 


POACHING ON GROUSE MOORS.

MISS BARRATT’S GREAT 
EFFORT.

CAP GRISNEZ, Tuesday. 

A white blanket of fog defeated the 
American, Miss Clarebelle Barratt’s, attempt 
to swim the English Channel, when she was 
two miles off the French coast here, early to- 
day, but it did not prevent her from estab- 
lishing a new record for endurance. She re- 
mained in the water for twenty-one hours, 


equalled by a woman in European waters— 
perhaps in the world. 

At 5.35 this morning she climbed aboard a 
small Dover motor boat, and as she saw the 
rocky coast of France loom out o' ‘he mist 
she brushed the brine from her cyes, and 
exclaimed ; ‘‘Gosh! I could have done it.” 

All through yesterday the giantess—she is 
six feet three inches in height—fought the 
meanest stretch of water known to swimmers. 
Miss Barratt entered the water on the 
English side of the Channel at 7.50 on Mon- 
day morning. ‘The sea was glassy and the 
air balmy. At 3.30 in the afternoon, alter- 
nating her powerful craw! with the breast 
and side strokes, she was eight miles off the 
French coast. At that hour a thin finger of 
fog drifted between her and her goal. The 
occupants of the small motor boat following 
her could not see ten feet ahead in the fog, 
and it was impossible to determine the direc- 
tion accurately, except by the wash of the 
strong tides, which had set against the 
swimmer. There is no doubt that Miss 
Barratt would have succeeded if the weather 
had remained clear. 

At 5 o'clock this morning Miss Barratt 
complained of cold. She was fed repeatedly 
with hot tea, and occasionally fruit, by her 
companion, Miss Leister, who now and again 
leaped into the water and cheered her on. 
Fifteen minutes later Miss Barratt turned on 
her side and gasped: ‘The cold’s got me.”’ 
Urged on by her friends she continued her 
efforts for fifteen minutes longer and then 
was taken from the water. 

Miss Barratt may try again next year. 

NORWEGIAN'S FAILURE. 
CALAIS, Tuesday. 

A Norwegian swimmer, Farstadt, who leit 
Cap Grisnez at three o'clock this morning 
in an attempt to swim the Channel, and by 
mid-day zot to about ten miles to the north- 
west of Calais, was obliged to abandon the 
attempt at ten minutes past one o'clock when 
he was about seven and a half miles from 
Cap Grisnez.—(Reuter, ) 


DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT 
ALLEGED SOLICITING OF 
BRIBES. 


INFORMATIONS REFUSED IN 
ONE CASE. 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 7 

At the @onclusion of somewhat extraordin- 
arv evidence, Mr. Cussen refused informations 
in the case of Sergeant-Major Lane, who was 
charged on remand with having, during the 
past twelve months, solicited and accepted 
bribes. Patrick Moore, against whom a 
similar charge in respect of the same period 
was preferred, was returned for trial to the 
next Circuit Court for Dublin. 

Mr. O'Flaherty, solicitor (of the Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office), appeared for the prosecu- 
tion: Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, for Lane, 
and Mr. Scott, solicitor, for Moore. 

Francis Gilligan, a painter, of 104 Lower 
Dorset street, gave evidence that Lane, to 
whom he had explained his circumstances, 
promised todo his best to get him something to 
do at-St. Bricin’s Barracks. Aiter several inter 
views between them the witness did get 
employment, painting in the barracks, where 
Lane was his superior osficer. At the end of 
the first week he drew £3 17s. 7d., and 
Sergeant-Major Lane then asked him for £1, 
explaining that it was very kind of the 
gentleman who got the witness employment, 
and he intended to offer him £1. If the 
gentleman did not take the money, he assured 
witness, he would give it back. The witness 
did not get it back. 

This, the witness added, continued for nine 
weeks, and he had given Lane altogether £9. 
HIS WIFE’S SIGNATURE. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Burne, the witness 
said that it was ‘‘information’’ for him 
that the £1 a week which he gave Lane 
eventually reached his wile. 

Handed a slip of paper, 
the signature on it was his wife's. It 
a receipt for £1 a week, received 
Sergeant-Major Lane. 

Another document put in was one signed: 
“ Patrick Whelaa "—a receipt for £1 a week 
from Lane, given to Gilligan s wife. 

Patrick Whelan, who stated that Gilligan 
was his brother-in-law, gave evidence to the 
effect that Gilligan had been in straitened 
circumstances, aud he did his best to get him 
a position. He succeeded, and as a result 
he received £1 a week from Lane, which 
was turned over to Gilligan’s wife. The wit 
ness had been helping to keep Gilligan's 
family. k 

Sergeant-Major Lane, examined, stated 
that the Works Officer had charge of the Job 
that Gilligan got. He gave £1 a week to 
Whelan. and on a couple of occasions he 
saw Whelan giving the money to Mrs. 
Gilligan. He never accepted a bribe. 

THE OTHER CASE. 

In the case against Patrick Moore, 

Kiernan Jennings, Parnell street, 
called, and stated that he was employed as 
a carpenter in Collins Barracks. Moore came 
to him and asked him to lend him money. 
On one occasion he gave Moore Ss, and on 
another occasion 10s. Moore told him that 
he would get him on the permanent staff, 
and showed him a list of permanent trades- 
men. He was tired looking at the list, but 
gave him no money. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Scott, the witness 
said that he did not get any appointment 
on the permanent staff. He believed that 
Moore had some influence and lent him 15s. 

James Donoghue, 15 Hastings street, a 
labourer, gave evidence of having gone to 
Moore and asked him if he had heard about 
anything for him. The witness was employed 
at Collins Barracks. Moore told him he was a 
“gift,” and that he was on the permanent 
staff, but since then Moore had said nothing 
to him about the permanent staff. To be on 
the permanent staff was “ worth 10s,” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Scott, the witness 
said that Moore did not ask him specifically 
for any money, and he never gave Moore any 
money in his life. 

When Mr. Cussen ordered that the defend- 
ant should be returned for trial, Moore ex- 
pressed a desire to give evidence on his own 
behalf. Warned that his evidence would not 
affect the order, he entered the witness box 
and said that he had been in the Metropolitan 
Police and a soldier in the British Army, and 
had a number of testimonials as to character. 

Mr. Cussen, intervening, suggested that it 
would be better for the defendant, in his own 
interests, to reserve his evidence until the 
trial. 

Mr. Scott assented, and the defendant gave 
no further evidence. 


IGNORED TRAFFIC SIGNAL, 

Charged by Guard 162 C with having wil 
fully disregarded his signal to stop while 
driving his pony and trap at the junction of 
North Earl street; and Sackville street last 
Monday and driven at a speed dangerous to 
the public, a man named James Horan de- 
clared that he did not see any signal to stop, 
and that another constable allowed him to 
“pass through. 

Mr. Cussen fined the defendant 20s. for dis- 
regarding the signal, remarking that this dis- 
regard might have resulted in a serious 
accident, He commended Guard 162 €C for 
the manner in which he had acted and given 
his evidence. 


THREE MONTHS FOR LOITERING., 

Previously sentenced to thre: ‘years’ im- 
prisonment on two occasions for ‘‘ shop-lifting,”’ 
a young man named John Kennedy, of no 
permanent residence, was sent to prison for 
three months on a charge of loitering for the 
purpose of committing a felony. 

Mr. Cussen commended Civic Guard 105 B 
for his vigilance in connection with the case.

IMPORTANCE OF 
CHARACTER. 


HINTS TO ORATORS, 


-“ 


Professor E. T. Campagnac, Professor of 
Education in. the University of Liverpool, 
delivered the. opening lecture yesterday to the 
students of the City of London Vacation 
Course in Education in the King’s Hall, 
Holborn Restaurant. 

Taking as his subject ‘‘ThePurpose of 
Education,” Professor Campagnac confessed 
that, though he had spent his life reading 
books, and trying to persuade other people to 
read books, there. were few’ intellectual 
interests which appealed to him so much as a 
walk in the fields, alone with his dog, on a 
summer morning. In presenting books and 
bookish ideas to some people, they might be 
asking them to do something that they were 
— of doing. Yet those people had 
reached a degree of goodness and charm and 
lovableness equal to that of people who prided 
themselves on their intellectual training and 
equipment. 

The purpose of education was goodness—a 
term hard to define—and the value of intel- 
lectual and academic qualifications depended 
on how much had been absorbed into the 
character and how much remained outside. 
The purpose of human life was to achieve a 
sense of unity with the Supreme Force, the 
Supreme Person, the ultimate Good, what- 
ever they choose to call it, and those con- 
cerned with teaching and the organisation. of 
education might go sadly astray if they 
forgot that simple doctrine. One person might 
find his way to God through Latin prose. 
Another person would not find it that way, 
but it was essential that he should find a 
way. Teachers might go astray by offering 
people what they could not receive, and there 
was a danger in putting a wrong valuation 
upon intellectual interests, which were only 
valuable so far as they became absorbed in 
character. 

PUBLIC SPEAKING. 

The students assembled at lunch, under 
the chairmanship of Sir Robert Blair, and an 
after-lunch address was given by Mr. T 
P. O'Connor, M.P. Mr. O'Connor dealt with 
the work of the teacher in preparing pupils 
for public speaking. He said that he had 
heard speakers in the House of Commons 
with startling physical disadvantages, with 
very imperfect education, with a considerable 
amount of uncertainty as to when to sound 
and when not to sound the letter “h,’’ who 
had yet achieved success as speakers. That 
was because the substance of their speeches 
was good. It was always necessary in con- 
sidering oratory to try to find out how much 
was dependent on the matter and how much 
on the voice. A good voice was a gift of 
nature, but the use of the voice could be 
largely taught and largely improved. 

It was very necessary that a public speaker 
should be trained in elocution: Lord Rose- 
bery was one of the greatest orators of his 
day, but “he had known a speech by Lord 
Rosebery destroyed by want of elocutionary 
skill. Lord Rosebery shouted so much that 
his peroration was received in deadly and 
terrible silence. Mr. Gladstone should be 
taken as a gréat examj;®& of the orator. His 
voice was like a great gamut of music. 
During an hour’s speecn he would scarcely 
even repeat the same tone 

The golden rule in public speaking was 
never to shout. A man should speak stand- 
ing, as if he were seated, and speak to ten 
thousand people as if he were speaking to one 
seated by his side. The object of the public 
speaker was to get the thoughts of his brain 
into the brains of his hearers. and to do that 
he should use simple language. in the lowest 
tone of that was audible.

SCHOOLBOYS TO TOUR

PRINCE OF WALES’S MESSAGE. 

‘*Good bye, dad, look aiter mother while 
I'm away,” shouted one of #. partyyof forty 
public and secondary schoolboys as they left 
St. Pancras Station yesterday morning for 
Tilbury, en route for Australia: They travel 
under the auspices of the School Empire Tour 
Committee, and will spend the remainder of 
the year touring Australia, under the charge 
of the Rev. G. H. Woolley, V.C., as director, 
and Dr. A. Talbot Rogers, late Surgeon of 
Guy's Hospital, as assistant. 

The boys were representative of large public 
and secondary schools in all parts of the 
British Isles, and their tour will include visits 
to as many of the principal industries and 
places of interest in Australia as time permits. 
Each of the boys will wear uniform during 
the tour—navy blue serge and black buttons 
and white drill and pith helmets. 

The boys, together with a large number of 
relatives and friends, wese present at a fare- 
well meeting. which was held about an hour 
before the departure of the train, in the 
lounge of the Midland Graxd Hotel. 

Sir George MacMunn, who presided, read 
a letter from the Prince of Wales, who wrote: 
‘*] am very glad to hear that arrangements 
have been completed by the School Empire 
Tour Committee for a party of boys from 
schools in this country to visit Australia. 
Such tours are admirable from an educational 
— of view. My own experience tells me 
iow much there is to learn from seeing other 
parts of the world; and there is no adequate 
substitute for the real knowledge to be gained 
in this way. More especially do I welcome 
the idea of tours for schoolboys to the 
Dominions from the Imperial point of view. 
The more the youth of this country can meet 
and fraternise with the vouth of other parts 
of the Empire—whether the visitors go from 
Great Britain to the Dominions or from the 
Dominions to Great Britain—the better the 
understanding and the stronger the ties 
between all parts of the Empire.’’ 


NAVAL OFFICER AND HIS ARMED 
BUTLER. 

Alleged to have attempted to shoot his 
employer, Commander William Ginman, 
R.N.V.R., on the lawn of Crooksbury House, 
near Farnham, on Monday, Sydney Alfred 
Tillett, the butler, was afterwards found 
dead in a bedroom with his throat cut. An 
inquest is to be held this afternoon. 

It is stated that the butler went 
to the lawn, taking with him a double- 
barrelled hammerless gun, belonging to 
Commander Ginman, which he obtained from 
the house. 

Meeting the Commander, he tried to fire 
the gun, but, apparently, the safety-catch 
was down, and, fortunately, Tillett did not 
know how to work the weapon, which did 
not go off. The Commander closed with 
Tillett, and a terrific struggle followed, 
during which the butler levelled the gun 
several times at his employer, but each time 
it failed to discharge. He eventually got 
away.

LABOUR DELEGATES. 

What Mr. Thomas Johnson, T.D., leader 
of the Irish Labour Party, described as a 
new departure, took place on Monday even- 
ing, when the members of the Galway 
Chamber of Commerce received, at Eyre 
square, the delegates attending the Labour 
Congress, and entertained them to supper and 
a dance. 
Mr. E. K. Jackson, President of the 
Chamber; said that they, the merchants, had4 
been doing all they could to revive and bring 
back commercial activity to their city, and 
had taken this opportunity of inviting the 
leaders of the working class to meet them, 
so that they might impress upon them the 
necessity of co-operation between capital and 
labour if they were to bring back to this 
land prosperity, peace and contentment. 
They prayed that in their deliberations they 
would bear in mind that the interests of the 
merchant and the employee were not anta- 
gonistic, but the same—if one went down, 
the other had to go also, and if the other 
swam along on the tide of prosperity the 
other class was carried on the same tide, so 
that it was to their mutual interests to pull 
together

FOR TRANSLATING INTO 
IRISH. 

_At a meeting of the Dundalk Harbour 
Commissioners yesterday a letter was read 
from Mr. P, Johnston, solicitor to the Board, 
stating that he had received an intimation 
from the Private Bill Office of the Oireachtas 
that the Harbour Bill of 1925 was now 
ready, and, with it, a demand for the pay- 


ment of $72 10s. for translating the bill into, 


Irish. He had replied that he was astonished 
at the amount charged, and that the Com- 
missioners would be equally astonished, but 
quoted a standing order stating that when 
a bill was finally passed it should be finally 
translated into Irish or English and printed 
in the same form. In a subsequent letter he 
was informed that the charge was 6s. per 
hundred words for translating. 

Mr. McGahon said that he considered this 
the most grotesque piece of extravagance that 
he had ever heard of. The Dundalk Harbour 
and Port Act was used by the Commissioners 
their officials and the shippers of the port, 
not one of whom had the faintest notion ot 
Irish; nor would they have such a notion 
for the next generation or two.

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JUMPING AT THE HORSE SHOW. 


SWITZERLAND AND IRBLAND SHARE 
‘HONOURS IN MILITARY.COMPETITION. 


From three o clock onwards the jumping 
enclosure was the chief attraction for visitors 
to the Show. Here there was plenty of seat- 
ing accommodation, which was utilised to 
the full, and it is seldom that the opening 
day’s competitions have been viewed under 
more delightful conditions. The enclosure, 
bedecked with the flags of the various nations 
competing in the military jumping and lined 
with beds of shrubs and flowers, never looked 
to greater advantage, and the varied uniforms 
of the military riders as they rode the course 
added to the beauty of the scene. Chief in- 
terest naturally centred in the appearance of 
the military horses and riders from England, 
France, Holland, Belgium and Switzerland. 
Hitherto we had seen the best that Ireland 
could produce in the shape of horse and horse- 
manship in competition over the course; now 
we had an opportunity of testing our strength 
against some of the other countries. 
‘A SWISS VICTORY. . 

The competition was more or less a 

reliminary to the international competition 
or the Aga Khan Challenge Trophy, which 
will be competed for by teams of three horses 
on Friday afternoon, and in this, the first of 
the preliminary tests the Irish Army did: well 
to share the honours with Switzerland. The 
standard of jumping all round was up to a 
high level. The foreign representatives, 
doubtless, were at a disadvantage owing to 
the nature of the course, which is peculiarly 
suited to the Irish type of hunter; but as far 
as one could see, the banks, single and double, 
did not hold any terrors for our visitors. 
After two rounds of the course, the judges 
selected Captain V. von der Weid’s Royal 
Gris for premier honours and Captain D. 
Corry’s Finghia for fourth prize. Thus 
Switzerland gained chief honours, and to Ire- 
land fell the only other award so far made. 
Captain G. O’Dwyer on Oisin was then sent 
round to compete for second prize against 
another Swiss officer, Captain Buhler, on 
Wladimir. A few slight mistakes by the 
latter enabled Captain O’Dwyer to secure the 
second award, so that the honours of the first 
day were divided between Switzerland and 


Ireland. 
AN IRISH HORSE? 

The competition was extremely in- 
teresting from the point of view of the style 
of horsemanship, and the riding of Lieutenant 
G. P. de Kruff, of the Army of Holland, was 
generally admired... The winning horse, a 
handsome grey, it is fairly safe to assume, 
saw his first days in this country, judging by 
his name—Royal Gris—which suggests a 
descendant of the sire St. Gris. i 

Competition A, which followed, was remark- 
able for the early elimination of so many of 
the regular prize winners at previous Shows, 
such as Nugget, Singing Water, Cigurette, 
and others. It took the judges a considerable 
time to make their awards, and it was pro- 
bably the remarkably level excellence of the 
rounds which Miss M. R. S. Laidlavw’s Buldvo 
completed that influenced them to. give this 
horse the first award. Glider, a racing-like 
type of hunter, who required very careful 
handling, secured second prize from a more 
sober type of hunter.in Black Jack, whose 
later rounds, however, were not quite satis- 
factory. Queen.of Clubs, ridden by Mr. Hyde. 
was awarded fourth prize. :
